ials listed in Appendices 3 and 5 Part A and instru¬ 
ments (other than those included in Appendices 1 
Part A, 2 Part B and 8) in this policy.’’

4. The facility for issue of split-up licences will be available only for those REP licences which arc issued on 
the exports made on or after the date of issue of this Public Notice.
